3 VESSELS ON SCENE SHORTLY 
AFTER SINKING, ASSIST 
IN RESCUE

Rio Dp Janeiro. Ort. 26. —Official» 
of the Navigations Generale Italiana 
steamship system. after a thorough 
check of the list of passengers and 
cr«-w, have expressed fear that ap­ 
proximately 
4 70 
passengers 
were 
drowned last night when the steam­ 
ship Principessa Mafalda wink 
off 
the Brazilian coast. 
The officials stated that a checkup 
of 
lists 
revealed 
968 
passengers 
aboard and a crew of 230. 
An earlier estimate by the officials 
had place,] the number of 
persons 
aboard the vessel at 1.600. 
Reports from various rescue ves­ 
sel* bound for the coast from 
the 
seen® of disaster indicate that 
720 
persons have been saved. 
Survivors are being brought Into 
Rio De Janeiro on the French steam­ 
er Formosa, the 
English 
steamer 
Adalon, and the 
Brazilian 
steamer 
Fla by. 
These vessels arrived 
on 
the scene shortly after the sinking 
and assisted in the rescue. 
Officials have announced ihe loca- 
tion of the sinking at #fft degrees and 
4 8 minutes south latitude and longi­ 
tude 37 degrees and 40 minutes west. 
No word has been received indi­ 
eating the cause of the disaster. Nor 
had there been any indication that 
some of the passengers unaccounted 
for might have been saved by other 
vessels which had gone to the scene 
under forced draft. 
Among the passengers on the Prin- 
cipessa Matalda— named 
after 
the 
daughter of King V’ictor 
Emanuel 
of Italy— was the famous Professor 
Gigli, director of the University of 
Statistics in Rome. 
A full list of passengeft was not 
available immediately. 
The 
Principessa 
Mafalda 
sank 
about 6:30 P. M. yesterday, accord­ 
ing to reports to the steamship com­ 
pany. 


Rio De Janeiro. Oct. 26. — With 
478 missing out of 1,198 passengers 
and crew aboard the Italian liner 
l'rincipessa Mafalda. steamers rush­ 
ed today to the spot where the ship 
sank, approximately 90 
miles 
off 
Itaquena Point, at 6:30 P. M. yes­ 
terday. 
The cause of the disaster 
still is unknown. 
Officials of the Navigazione Gen- 
erale Italiana were hopeful that the 
victims might not number more than 
300. 
, 
Three steamers, with a total of 
7 20 survivors, have left the scene of 
the disaster. 
The British steamer Avalon, due 
at Rio De Janeiro tomorrow, is be­ 
lieved to have others aboard and It 
was upon that belief that officials 
based their hope of a final casualty 
list of not over 300. 
First reports had been that 800 
persons w* re drowned. 
These were given 
out 
by 
the 
steamship company, and were based 
on erroneous passenger lists.

was announced to be a correct pas­ 
senger list issued thi« morning show 
ed r>2 first class. 89 second class, and

third class 
passengers. 
The 
crew totalled 230. 
(A list of those aboard the Prin 
cipessa Mafalda, issued as official by 
the Navigazione Generale Italiana 
at its Genoa headquraters, gave the

the liner 1.256. and the number of 
missing 536 instead of 4<8). 
Officials expressed no hope 
that 
the number missing could he reduced 
below 300— more than have 
been 
lost in any ocean disaster since the 
steamer Itata went down 
off 
the 
coast of Chile August 29. 1922. With 
301 persons. 
The 
Principessa Mafalda's 
fate 
was puzzling as well as tragic. 
The 9,200 ton liner left 
Genoa, 
her home port, Oct. II. 
She was 
due at Rio De Janeiro Monday. The 
fact that when she sank she had 
reached only the vicinity of Bahia 
a day’s steaming from Rio— yester­ 
day evening was taken as 
certain 
evidence by officials that something 
had hapened to her far at sea to 
delay her progress.

Italiana, gave the number of her 
crew as 230; the Genoa headquar­ 
ters— whence the ship sailed on Oct.

"A shopgirl will net her heart on 
a fur coat. 
She'll save, denying her 
self almost everything, until she gets 
the money to buy It. 
Or maybe sh« 
wants a new dress. 
"Sickness or d*ath, or a ‘rainy 
day’ don’t seem to worry them. 
"Sometimes the girls use Christ­ 
mas savings accounts." 
Miss Bruere said the attitude of 
working girls might be summed up 
In "Just gimme the boy friend. Sat­ 
urday night and « fur coat." 
"But." slit added, "some «lay th« 
banks arc going to have to niak«* 
some provision for carrying th«* ac­ 
counts of these girls."

THERE was a season, not so long ago, when all the country 
was stirred regarding the m atter of a slogan. 
We remember th 
time when a Booster club functioned in Brainerd and the club, 
composed of shopmen and business men, set out v aliantly to find 
a suitable slogan for Brainerd. 
It was to lx * engrav ed in letters 
of electric light and was to span the street som ewhere near the 
depot so that all who went by would see the m ainspring of Brain­ 
erd action. 
There were slogans of Boost Brainerd, Better Brainerd, Big 
Brainerd and other alliterations. Shop draftsm en drew blueprint- 
arid committees figured on how many globes and how much cur­ 
rent it would take to keep aliv e the spark of the slogan. 
So firmly did this slogan fev er grip some towns, so av idly 
was the dictionary searched for n e w and apt words that one came 
to the general conclusion that a liv e, compelling, attractiv e slogan 
is the salv ation of any town. 
Then the fev er subsided and Brain­ 
erd relapsed into its s l oga n less, signless attitude. 
The New York Times magazine section has a short story on 
the slogan furore and remarks that long ago, in the limbo o f the 
nineteenth century , when beer was the subject of adv ertisem ents 
rather than of newspaper headlines, an adv ertising agent wrote 
a slogan that changed the whole aspect of the» American hinter- 
fands. 
He cov ered the billboards of America with posters rev eal­ 
ing the name of “ the beer that made Milwaukee fam ous,” and thu* 
helped lay the foundations for present-day cham befs of commerce 
Milwaukee became one of the best-known cities of the world— 
not for its industries, power houses or population, but for its beer. 
Then came a new era of civ ic consciousness. 
Env ious ey es 
o f city fathers, the country ov er, looked upon the fame of Mil­ 
waukee and decided that in the slogan lay the way to civ ic great­ 
ness. 
From cultured Boston to Clinton, Iowa, and bey ond to Monte 
hello, Calif., chandlers of commerce grew up to prom ulgate towr 
slogans. 
But New' York has steadily refused a slogan. 
The proud in­ 
tellectual child of the corn belt— Indianapolis— brought forth tin 
slogan, “ Indianapolis, No Mean C ity .” 
Boston, with ev en greater 
pretensions to the fav or of the muses, adopted “ Bigger, Better 
Busier Boston.” 
Houston, Tex as— pronounced Hewston in the far South, 
where Ix ifh men and women are gov ernors— took for itself the slo 
gan, “ Keep Boostin’ H ouston.” 
New Hav en, the seat of a grea 
univ ersity , brought in the faculty and “ Old Elms but New Ideas” 
w as the result. 
Walla, Walla, Wash., where apples or grapefruit or som ething 
ccmcs from, looked in the dictionary under W and won the gold, 
medal for alliteration with “ What Walla Walla W ants Is You, ’ 
although “ Watch W ichita W in” ran close for first honors in this 
regard.

T h ro u g h o u t the past summer, the American Bed Cross has 
been at work in the M ississippi Riv er Valley , repairing insofar 
as it can the human rav ages of the nation’s greatest peace-time 
disaster, the flood of last spring and early summer. 
This flood affected a total of eight states, including Oklahoma, 
which state was not at first included among the strictly flood sec­ 
tions but later was considered as part of tIn* general rehabilita­ 
tion problem left by this disaster. 
All told, the Red Cross cared for an army of calam ity -struck 
people which ultim ately reached a total of more than 6 00,000, ol 
which number 3 3 0,000 were driv en from their homes into Red 
Cross emergency camps, the remainder of the number assisted be­ 
ing cared for outside of camps. 
Some remained in upper stories 
of homes, or other temporary refuge places, and were fed and doc­ 
tored and watched ov er by the Red Cross until the water subsided. 
In further sum m arizing this work, “ The Bee H iv e,” national 
organ of the Maccabees, say s that despite tin» v ast number, who 
did not actually hav e to abandon their homes, the Re.d Cross es­ 
tablished altogether a total of 149 concentration centers in which 
the homeless were sheltered, fed, doctored, and otherw ise cared for 
until they could return. 
The Red Cross pledged itself to assist ev ery flood v ictim in 
need, and it has carried out this pledge. 
All sum mer its repre­ 
sentativ es remained on the scene of destruction working with lo­ 
cal groups and guiding the process of restoration in the flood areas. 
By late August, the Red Cross has assisted toward a new start, a 
total of 9 0,111 fam ilies, and the work was still in full progress. 
Nationally , A rm istice Day , Nov ember 11, is to be made the 
start of the Red Cross Roll Call ex tending to Thanksgiv ing Day , 
Nov em ber 24, 19 27 .

NEW YOUK SCORNS SLOGANS 


FULL RESTORATION OF FLOODED STATES 


T h r o u g h o u t the past summer, the American Red Cross has 
been at work in the Mississippi River Valley, repairing insofai 
as it can the human ravages of the nation’s greatest peace-time 
disaster, the flood of last spring and early summer. 
This flood affected a total of eight stales, including Oklahoma, 
which state was not at first included among the strictly flood sec­ 
tions but later was considered as part of the general rehabilita­ 
tion problem left by this disaster. 
All told, the Red Cross cared for an army of calamity-struck 
people which ultimately reached a total of more than 600,000, of 
which number 330,000 were driven from their homes into Red 
Cross emergency camps, the remainder of the number assisted be­ 
ing cared for outside of camps. 
Some remained in upper stories 
of homes, or other temporary refuge places, and were fed and doc­ 
tored and watched over by the Red Cross until the water subsided. 
In further summarizing this work, “The Bee Hive," national 
organ of the Maccabees, says that despite the vast number, who 
did not actually have to abandon their homes, the Red Cross es­ 
tablished altogether a total of 119 concentration centers in which 
the homeless were sheltered, fed, doctored, and otherwise cared for 
until they could return. 
The Red Cross pledged itself to assisi every flood victim in 
need, and it has carried out this pledge. 
All summer its repre­ 
sentatives remained on the scene of destruction working with lo­ 
cal groups and guiding the process of restoration in the Hood areas. 
By late August, the Red Cross has assisted toward a new start, a 
total of 90,111 families, and the work was still in full progress. 
Nationally. Armistice Day, November ll. is to be made the 
start of the Red Cross Roll Call extending to Thanksgiving Day, 
November 24, 1927.

T here was a season, not so long ago, when all the country 
was stirred regarding the matter of a slogan. 
We remember the 
time when a Booster club functioned in Brainerd and the dull, 
composed of shopmen and business men, set out valiantly to find 
a suitable slogan for Brainerd. 
It was to be engraved in letters 
of electric light and was to span the street somewhere near the 
depot so that all who went by would see the mainspring of Brain­ 
erd action. 
There were slogans of Boost Brainerd, Better Brainerd, Big 
Brainerd and other alliterations. Shop draftsmen drew blueprints 
and committees figured on how many globes and how much cur­ 
rent it would take to keep alive the spark of the slogan. 
So firmly did this slogan fever grip some towns, so avidly 
was the dictionary searched for new and apt words that one came 
to the general conclusion that a live, compelling, attractive slogan 
is the salvation of any town. Then the fever subsided and Brain­ 
erd relapsed into its sloganless, signless attitude. 
The New York Times magazine section has a short story on 
the slogan furore and remarks that long ago, in the limbo of the 
nineteenth century, when beer was the subject of advertisements 
rather than of newspaper headlines, an advertising agent wrote 
a slogan that changed the whole aspect of the American hinter­ 
lands. He covered the billboards of America with posters reveal­ 
ing the name of “the beer that made Milwaukee famous,” and thus 
helped lay the foundations for present-day chambers of commerce. 
Milwaukee became one of the best-known cities of the' world— 
not for its industries, power houses or population, but for its beer. 
Then came a new era of civic consciousness. 
Envious eyes 
of city fathers, the country over, looked upon the fame of Mil­ 
waukee’ and decided that in the slogan lay the way to civic great­ 
ness. 
From cultured Boston to Clinton, Iowa, and beyond to Monte 
bello, Calif., chambers of commerce grew nj) to promulgate town 
slogans. 
But New York has steadily refused a slogan. 
The proud in­ 
tellectual child of the corn belt— Indianapolis— brought forth the 
slogan, “Indianapolis, No Mean City.” Boston, with even greater 
pretensions to the favor of the muses, adopted “Bigger, Better, 
Busier Boston.” 
Houston, Texas—pronounced Hewston in the far South, 
where both men and women are governors— took for itself I la1 slo­ 
gan, “Keep Boostin’ Houston.” 
New Haven, the seat of a grea 
university, brought in the faculty and “Old Elms but New Ideas” 
was the result. 
Walla, Walla, Wash., where apples or grapefruit or something 
comes from, looked in the dictionary under W and won the gold. 
medal for alliteration with “What Walla Walla Wants Is You,” 
although “Watch Wichita Win” ran close for first honors in this
